Export  Sales  Highlights 


This  summary  Is  based  on  reports  from  exporters  for  the  period  June  14-20. 1996 

Wheat:  Net  sales  of  616,500  metric  tons  (MT)  were  three  and  three-quarters  times  the  previous  week.  Increases  reported  for 
unknown  destinations  (97,800  MT),  Nigeria  (95,400  MT),  Peru  (82,500  MT),  Mexico  (65,900  MT),  Japan  (58,000  MT),  South  Korea 
(47,300  MT),  and  Egypt  (46,000  MT)  were  partly  offset  by  decreases  for  Yemen  (30,000  MT)  and  Brazil  (29,200  MT).  Exports  of 
281,100  MT  were  14  percent  below  the  week  earlier  and  38  percent  under  the  4-week  average.  The  primary  destinations  were 
China  (52,500  MT).  Japan  (47,300  MT).  Thailand  (29,300  MT),  and  the  Philippines  (27,000  MT). 

Com:  Net  sales  reductions  of  1 14,500  MT  were  the  result  of  increases  for  Mexico  (49,900  MT)  and  Spain  (32,500  MT)  being  more 
than  offset  by  decreases  for  unknown  destinations  (113,200  MT),  Chile  (37,000  MT),  and  Malaysia  (25,000  MT).  Sales  of  155,700 
MT  for  delivery  in  1996/97  were  principally  to  Japan  (77,200  MT).  Exports  of  628,000  MT  were  down  6  percent  from  the  previous 
week  and  one- third  from  the  A  week  average.  Japan  (289,600  MT),  South  Korea  (150,100  MT),  and  Mexico  (74,500  MT)  were  the 
principal  destinations. 

Bariev:  Sales  of  55,100  MT  were  primarily  for  Saudi  Arabia  (50,000  MT).  Exports  of  12,000  MT  were  down  45  percent  from  the 
prior  week  and  16  percent  from  the  4  week  average.  The  destinations  were  Israel  (7,200  MT)  and  Mexico  (4,800  MT). 

Sorghum:  Net  sales  of  24,500  MT  resulted  as  increases  for  Mexico  (33,100  MT)  were  partly  offset  by  decreases  for  Japan  (8,600 
MT).  Sales  of  66,000  MT  for  delivery  in  1996/97  were  all  for  Mexico.  Exports  of  13,200  MT  were  87  percent  below  the  previous 
week  and  75  percent  under  the  4-week  average.  Japan  (7,600  MT)  and  Mexico  (5,500  MT)  were  the  destinations. 

Rice:  Sales  of  44,400  MT  were  29  percent  more  than  the  previous  week  and  7  percent  larger  than  the  4-week  average.  The 
primary  buyer  was  Turkey  (26,900  MT),  with  smaller  quantities  for  Trinidad  (5,000  MT),  Mexico  (4,400  MT,  of  which  4,200  MT  was 
rough),  the  Netherlands  (2,700  MT),  Honduras  (2,400  MT,  of  which  1,400  MT  was  rough),  and  Canada  (1,200  MT).  Exports  of 
60,000  MT  improved  70  percent  from  the  week  earlier  and  34  percent  from  the  A  week  average.  The  primary  destinations  were 
Turkey  (26,900  MT),  Spain  (10,000  MT),  Haiti  (7,600  MT),  and  Mexico  (4,500  MT). 

Soybeans:  Net  sales  of  98,400  MT  slid  61  percent  below  the  previous  week  and  63  percent  below  the  4-week  average.  Major 
increases  for  Nonway  (35,000  MT),  Mexico  (33,600  MT),  South  Korea  (21,900  MT),  and  Costa  Rica  (13,500  MT)  were  partially 
offset  by  reductions  for  unknown  destinations  (17,500  MT).  Sales  of  276,500  MT  for  delivery  during  the  1996/97  marketing  year 
were  mainly  for  unknown  destinations  (121 ,900  MT).  Exports  of  257,600  MT  were  one-quarter  below  the  previous  week  and  the  4- 
week  average.  The  Netherlands  (52,100  MT),  Thailand  (50,000  MT),  Mexico  (45,900  MT),  and  South  Korea  (40,900  MT)  were  the 
primary  recipients. 

Soybean  Cake  and  Meal:  Net  sales  of  53,100  MT  were  off  42  percent  from  the  previous  week's  level  and  54  percent  from  the  4- 
week  average.  Major  increases  for  Australia  (45,500  MT),  Saudi  Arabia  (28,500  MT),  and  Japan  (15,500  MT)  were  partially  offset 
by  reductions  for  Canada  (52,200  MT).  In  addition,  China  made  optional  origin  purchases  for  delivery  in  the  1 995/96  marketing 
year  totaling  130,000  MT.  Exports  of  57,800  MT  exceeded  the  previous  week  by  35  percent  but  were  16  percent  below  the  4- 
week  average.  The  primary  destinations  were  Venezuela  (12,000  MT),  Japan  (11,200  MT),  and  Canada  (9,200  MT). 

Soybean  Oil:  There  were  no  sales  during  the  week  and  shipments  of  1 ,300  MT  were  all  to  Jamaica. 

Cotton:  Net  Upland  sales  of  6,300  running  bales  (RB)  were  primarily  the  result  of  increases  for  Japan  (13,900  RB),  South  Korea 
(5,600  RB),  China  (4,400  RB),  and  Thailand  (3,700  RB)  being  partially  offset  by  reductions  for  unknown  destinations  (19,100  RB). 
Sales  of  58,200  RB  for  the  1 996/97  marketing  year  were  primarily  for  Mexico  (26,800  RB),  Guatemala  (1 1 ,600  RB),  and  South 
Korea  (9,200  RB).  Exports  of  88,600  RB  exceeded  the  previous  week  by  one-third  and  the  4-week  average  by  one-quarter.  Asian 
destinations  accounted  for  61  percent  of  the  week's  shipments;  Western  Hemisphere,  35  percent;  and  West  European,  4  percent. 

Hides  and  Skins:  Sales  of  376,000  pieces  were  up  12  percent  from  the  previous  week’s  level,  but  down  12  percent  from  the  4- 
week  average.  Whole  cattle  hide  sales  of  353,100  pieces  were  primarily  for  South  Korea  (166,300  pieces),  Taiwan  (51 ,400 
pieces),  and  Japan  (44,200  pieces).  Exports  of  380,300  pieces  were  1 5  percent  above  the  prior  week  and  6  percent  over  the  4- 
week  average.  Whole  cattle  hide  shipments  of  365,500  pieces  were  destined  primarily  for  South  Korea  (141 ,500  pieces),  Taiwan 
(78,000  pieces),  and  Japan  (57,900  pieces). 

Sales  of  58,800  wet  blue  hides  were  one-half  greater  than  the  week  earlier  and  9  percent  more  than  the  4-week  average.  The 
major  buyers  were  Italy  (16,500  unsplit  and  6,100  grain  split),  China  (12,900  unsplit  and  1,800  grain  split),  and  Japan  (9,600  grain 
split).  Exports  of  57,500  hides  were  one-fifth  above  the  prior  week  and  4  percent  over  the  4-week  average.  The  primary 
destinations  were  Italy  (10,100  unsplit  and  2,000  grain  split),  Indonesia  (9,000  unsplit),  and  Japan  (8,700  grain  split).  Sales  of 
splits  totaling  635,700  pounds  were  88  percent  below  the  previous  week's  level  and  two-thirds  under  the  4-week  average.  Hong 
Kong  (433,100  pounds)  and  South  Korea  (131 ,900  pounds)  were  the  principal  buyers.  Exports  of  1 ,394,600  pounds  were  up  6 
percent  from  the  week  earlier,  but  off  one-tenth  from  the  4-week  average.  Hong  Kong  (761 ,100  pounds)  was  the  leading 
destination,  followed  by  Indonesia  (266,000  pounds)  and  South  Korea  (220,900  pounds).
